EW YORK — Presi- 
dent Trump’s former 
lawyer Michael Cohen 
pleaded guilty Tues- 
day in a Manhattan 
courthouse to eight violations of 
banking, tax and campaign fi- 
nance laws, telling a federal 
judge that he worked to silence 
two women before the 2016 elec- 
tion at the direction of then-can- 
didate Trump. 

Cohen pleaded guilty to five 
counts of tax evasion, one count 
of making a false statement to a 
bank, and two campaign finance 
violations: willfully causing an il- 
legal corporate contribution and 
making an excessive campaign 
contribution. 

“Guilty, your honor,” Cohen 
said eight times as Judge Will- 
iam Pauley III read the counts. 

The longtime attorney for 
Trump faces a recommended 
prison sentence of 46 to 63 
months, according to court fil- 


ings. 

When it came to the campaign 
finance violations, Cohen impli- 
cated the president directly. He 
told the court that he worked 
with Trump to pay off two wom- 
en to keep their stories of al- 
leged affairs with Trump from be- 
coming public before Election 
Day. 

In a statement, Trump attor- 
ney Rudy Giuliani said: “There is 
no allegation of any wrongdoing 
against the president in the gov- 
ernment’s charges against Mr. 
Cohen. It is clear that, as the 
prosecutor noted, Mr. Cohen’s ac- 
tions reflect a pattern of lies and 
dishonesty over a significant pe- 
riod of time.” 

Cohen is the fifth Trump associ- 
ate to have pleaded guilty or be 
charged with criminal wrongdo- 
ing since Trump took office, in- 
cluding his former national secu- 
rity adviser, his deputy cam- 
paign chairman and a former 
campaign policy adviser. 

Cable television played Co- 
hen’s plea in an extraordinary le-

‘Trump enters 


dangerous 


and uncharted waters

No day during President 
Trump’s 19 months in office 
could prove as dangerous or 
debilitating as Tuesday. Every- 
thing that happened in a pair 
of courtrooms hundreds of 
miles apart strengthened the 
hand of special counsel Rob- 
ert Mueller and weakened 
that of the president of the 
United States. 

This was a day when truth 
overran tweets, when facts 
overwhelmed bald assertions. 
Presidential tweets, however 
provocative, eventually disap- 
pear into the ether. Tuesday’s 
convictions could send two 
people who have had close re- 


lationships with Trump to 
prison for several years, 
while one of them brought the 
investigation to the doorstep 
of the White House. 

What took place Tuesday 
will ratchet up the pressure 
on the president, will embold- 
en his critics, and will no 
doubt inflame and rally his 
supporters. If the past 
months have seemed increas- 
ingly hot, the coming months 
could be hotter still — there’s 
little doubt that the Trump 
presidency has now entered 
more treacherous territory, 
and no one can know where it 
will end.

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — A jury 
found former Trump cam- 
paign chairman Paul Manafort 
guilty Tuesday on tax and 
bank fraud charges — a major 
if not complete victory for spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller as 
he continues to investigate the 
president’s associates. 

The jury convicted Manafort 
on eight of the 18 counts 
against him and said it was 
deadlocked on the 10 others. 
U.S. District Judge T.S. Ellis 
declared a mistrial on those 
counts. 

Wearing a black suit, 
Manafort stood impassively, 
his hands folded in front of 
him, and showed little reac- 
tion as the clerk read the word 
guilty eight separate times. As 
through most of the three- 
week trial, Manafort showed 
no emotion as he looked at the 
six women and six men who

Jon Dorenbos sat in a stadium suite 
in Minneapolis on Feb. 4 and watched 
his team for 11 seasons win the Super 
Bowl. He had expected to play for the 
Eagles last season before they traded 
their longest-tenured player in August, 
one week before the first game. 

Instead, Dorenbos was retired and re- 
covering from open-heart surgery. A 
physical examination by his new team 
had revealed an aortic aneurysm, and 
Dorenbos, now 38, required a valve re- 
placement. His football career was fin- 


Dorenbos would still ride in the Ea- 
gles’ victory parade later that month 
and receive a Super Bowl ring, both 
gestures from Eagles owner Jeffrey Lu- 
rie. But, no longer able to play football, 
he pivoted to a career of magic and 
motivational speaking. 

For a moment, Dorenbos’ joy while 
watching the most memorable game in 
Eagles history was tinged with bitter- 
ness in his once-broken heart. 

Then, he looked at his wife and 
smiled. She smiled back. 

“How can this be bittersweet?” Doren- 
bos said. “If I play, I die.”
